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La Jolla To Go To Court Over School 


An all out effort to save McFadden 
Elementary School was supported 
last week by a group.of leaders and 
other residents of the La Jolla area 
who vowed to ‘‘take the matter to the 
Supreme Court if necessary.”’ 

The neighborhood conclave was 
held after trustees.of the Placentia 
Unified School District had voted 
unanimously to close down the 
school, long a landmark in the area. 

Mexican-Americans living in the 
neighborhood as well as those from 
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DAUGHTER ALYCIA. 


throughout the city had jammed the 
PUSD board meeting on Valentine’s 
Day to hear that their pleas were not 
to be honored. 

The neighborhood meeting was 
called by the Citizens for the 
Preservation of McFadden School, 
with all teachers and _ other 
employees of the school district who 
frequently work with barrio groups, 
noticeably absent from the session. 
After considerable dialogue, pre- 
sided over by. chairman Rod 


Jimenez, local residents called for a 
vote. 

The unanimous tally committed 
the group, to go to court until every 
legal means at their disposal is 
exhausted. 

The move to save the school will 
place the financial burden of court 
costs on the segment of the 
population probably least able to 
bear it, one observer pointed out. 

The group also voted to seek an 
injunction to prevent the sale of the 


property until the courts can decide 
the issue; to form committees for 
political action and to raise money. 

One committee group said that 
they have plans to set up pickets 
around some of the homes of the 
board members who voted to close 
the’ school. 

The first fund raiser is expected to 
be a city-wide Jamaica (pronounced 
Ha-mike-ah), to provide the 
necessary funds to launch the court 
action.

John Balducci 
Seeks Reelection 


John D. Balducci, who has served 
on the board of the Placentia Unified 
School District for five years and is 
currently vice president, is the only 
incumbent in the present school 
board March 8 election. 

A project coordinator at Rockwell 
International, Anaheim, he has lived 
in the county island near Placentia 
for 15 years. 

Balducci is running on his record 
which he says includes a platform of 
basic education--*‘Last year for the 


first time every school in the 
Placentia Unified School District 
scored higher than national 


averages in reading and language 
arts. Seniors scored near the top in 
every) basic skill.’’ 

And career preparation: ‘‘Every 
high school graduate now must have 
a salable skill. Tax relief: ‘‘The tax 
rate has been reduced 39 cents. 


Cook Criticize 


Pointing out that teachers of the 
Placentia Unified School District, in 
some categories are seeking raises 
in their salaries of 30, 31 and 44 per 
cent over what they are now making, 
candidate for PUSD trustee, William 
Cook Monday night struck out at the 
most recent teacher demands. 

“I have gone through it (the 
proposal) and compared page by 
page with the contract as it now 
stands and I think the average 
citizen would be appalled if he would 
read through this and find the fine 
print. 

“On almost every page there is 
something where the PUEA 
(Placentia Unified Education As- 
sociation, the teachers’ union) is 
asking for something for themselves 
either in the way of money or 
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“Only three unified districts in 
Orange County have a lower general 
purpose tax rate. Taxpayers: in 
non-unified districts all pay higher 
taxes.”’ 

On financial responsibility: ‘‘The 
district manages on a lower base 
income per child than any other 
unified district in the county. 
Recently concluded agreement with 
Anaheim Redevelopment Agency 
will mean millions of dollars for 
improvements and expansion over 
the next 15 years.”’ 

On population growth: ‘‘Average 
daily attendance has increased by 
nearly 5,000 students since 1972. 
District building has kept pace with 
seven new schools and portable 
additions. Double sessions have 
been avoided.’’ Also — school 
services: ‘‘Libraries and reading- 
media labs are in every school.

The candidate 
continued: ‘‘After 23 years they are 
asking for a 55 per cent increase. You 
will find the 12.8 per cent to be the 
very lowest.

Candidates 
Receive Endorsements 


The members of the Placentia 
Unified Education Association, a 
labor organization for district 
teachers has chosen Guy Ehrich as 
the one candidate they will support 
in the upcoming March 8 trustee 
election. 


The group has recently submitted 
a 60-page proposal seeking 


additional wages and such benefits 
as an entire dental plan for teachers 
and their dependents to be paid by 
taxpayers. 

Ehrich amd John Balducci, an 


incumbent running for reelection to 
the Placentia Unified School District 
board of trustees have been 
endorsed by the district chapter of 
California School Employees Asso- 
ciation which is the labor group for 
all district employees other than 
teachers and administration. 
Balducci also is being endorsed by 
the Orange County chapter of the 
National Women’s Political Caucus. 
Both Ehrich and Balducci are 
employed by Autonetics where 
Ehrich is a planning manager and 
Balducci a project. coordinator. 


Iinterrante Stresses 
Basic Principles 


‘I believe that McFadden School 
should not have been closed and I do 
not believe the reasons put forth 
justify its closing. 

‘I feel that the McFadden School 
serves not only the interest of the La 
Jolla community but also serves the 
interest of the total community. To 
disenfranchise, in effect, a group of 
the population, in such a way that 
the burden of busing is imposed 
upon them, to me is unjust and 
unnecessary.” 

The candidate for the Placentia 
Unified School District Board of 
Trustees is Stanley Interrante, who 
at one time thought he would like to 
become a Roman Catholic priest and 
since that time has educated himself 
so that he is qualified to teach at 
junior college level. He is an Orange 
County deputy sheriff. 

Interrante, who is a native of 
Brooklyn, New York, continues on 
the subject of McFadden: ‘‘In light 
of the fact that they wish to expend 
public monies to renovate two other 
district schools, it seem ludicrous to 
me to apply a double standard so 
that in the one case you spend 
monies to better these two schools 
and in the other case you close down 
a third school for economic reasons. 

“What about the lost recreational 


facilities for the cdmmunity and the 
possible increased delinquency 
which often’ comes about when 
young people don’t have anything 
constructive to do? 

‘‘Being a deputy sheriff I think I 
can speak with some expertise in 
that area. I feel that one of the things 
that is most needed in our society 
today is social stability, not never 
ending change for the sake of 
change.”’ 

‘‘T am all for constructive change 
but you are going to first have to 
prove to me. why what is being 
changed is no longer sufficient or 
meets its purpose for being.”’ 

‘‘] personally think that the last 
thing has not been said about the 
closing of that school. If I am elected 
I may be only one voice on the board 
but possibly I could convince a 
couple of the other members that the 
action that was taken that Monday 
night was not right and was 
unjustified. 

‘Dollars and cents consideration 
by themselves are important, yet, 
they are not the only consideration 
and as I mentioned earlier, even 
those dollars and cents reasons 
which were’ given have _ not 
convinced me of their validity.’’

Drive-Through Restaurant 


Three members of the Placentia 
City Council were expected Tuesday 
night to make a final decision on 
whether a Jack-in-the-Box Drive 
Through Restaurant would be 
allowed to locate in the Sierra Vista 
Shopping Center. 

The center is located at the corner 
of Placentia Avenue and Bastan- 
chury Road. 

The appeal by the restaurant was 
continued from the last council 
meeting when two city council 
members unexpectedly declared a 
conflict of interest. Both Mayor 


George De Jesus 4nd Councilman 
Donald Holt listed voting conflicts 
concerning their employment. 

In order to have a quorum, all 
three remaining members of the 
council must be available to hear the 
petition and to vote. 

The last city council session 
brought out a standing room only 
crowd in protest to the drive-through 
which was condemned by neighbor- 
hood speakers because of noise, 
congestion, undesirability and 
because it is directly across. the 
street from an elementary school. 


Council Eyes Chino 
Hills Open Space 


The Placentia City Council 
Tuesday night was expected to 
adopt a resolution recommending 
that a State Park be located in the 
Chino Hills, where private interests 
have sought for several years to 
locate an airport. 

The resolution points out that the 


Chino Hills is one of the few 
remaining areas available for such 
an open space development; that it 
is in the intersection of four major 
colinifea,, Orange, Los Angeles, 
Riverside’ and San Bernardino and 
over eight million people reside in 
the region surrounding the section. 


Two political committees were 
screening candidates for two open 
seats on the board of the school 
district, to be selected in the March 8 
election. Both incumbent John 
Balducci and one candidate Guy 
Ehrich have vowed to keep the 
school closed. 

Groups were interviewing the 
other candidates with all sides 
agreeing to support candidate 
Stanley Interrante, who is_ cre- 
dentialed to teach at junior college 
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level and is a deputy sheriff. 

One group is backing James R. 
Jamieson and another E. Blaine 
Schoolcraft as second candidates to 
Interrante. 

The candidates interviewed have 
agreed to ‘‘do what they can’’ to 
keep the school open. 

The group had previously gone 
house to house to obtain signatures 
on petitions to save the McFadden 
School. Many of the adults in the 
meeting group attended. school 
there as have their children. 

Speakers at the community 
meeting pointed out that the 
numbers of their children had not 
declined and they could hardly be 
blamed for declining enrollment in 
the area. 

Frank Burciaga, one of the 
spokesmen pointed out that the 
community ‘‘wanted. to. keep 
McFadden open. The. board “has 
gone against the wishes of the

PUSD Trustees Eye 
$30 Million Budget 


An akmost $30 million budget to 
operate the schools in the Placentia 
Unified School District for the fiscal 
year 1977-78 was expanded before 
board trustees Monday night by Dr. 
John Mullender, Associate Super- 
intendent of Administrative Ser- 
vices for the district. 

The document, labeled Working 
Budget #2 adds up to a total of 
expected incomes of $29,118,422 
including a beginning balance. The 
amount however does not incllde 
‘*column’”’ raises already awarded to 
teachers nor an estimated increase 
in the cost to taxpayers for health 
insurance for PUSD employees. 

Of the. amount, Dr. Mullender 
estimated that $22,126,073 would be 
spent for salaries of all kinds 
including the employees’ benefits. 
That amount projects ‘‘step’’ 


“increases for employees of $473,520. 


Superintendent of Schools John 
Tynes stated that the budget must 
be brought into balance by March 
14, the legal requirement. 

In Dr. Mullender’s presentation it 
was pointed out that the district is 
about $400,000 shy of having 
sufficient reserves set aside to 
classify it as a Class Aeschool. The 
reserve fund now is estimated 
around $1 million. 

Also not included in the document 
is any third raise for PUSD 
employees, an area of negotiation 
now underway between teachers of 
the Placentia Unified Education 
Association and the district. 

Mullender pointed out that the 
district might be considered of 


medium wealth as far as assessed 
valuation of its properties is 
concerned. He-said there was a 
prospect that the tax rate for PUSD 
now close to $5 might increase 
five cents. ‘‘This is — highly 
tentative,’” Mullender explained. 

Mullender’s report included a + 
possible increase in the district’s 
assessed valuation of 10 per cent. 
‘This is conservative,’’ the report 
pointed out, ‘‘because the average 
increase in assessed valuation over 
the past five years has exceeded 15 
per cent per year.”’ 

The work of the budget committee 
during the next couple of months 
will be to reduce expenditures in 
order to provide an adequate ending 
balance and to ‘‘consider the priority 
of requests already included in the 
budget against the funding of salary 
increases and any other requests not 
currently included in the budget’ 
the report adds. 


‘Education Code Section 17503 
requires that unified school districts 
must expend 5S per cent of current 
expense for the sum of teachers’ 
salaries, classroom aides’ salaries, 
health and welfare benefits for 
teachers and aides and unemploy- 
ment insurance for aides,’’ the 
report outlines. 

Also listed in Working: Budget #2 
is $1,883,607 for books and supplies; 
$1,547,245 for contracts and 
operating expense; $881,413 for 
capital outlay; $1,712,473 for debt 
service and transfers and a 
contingency fund of $1,037,611.

Voters On March 8 


A short ballot will greet voters 
who report to the polls on Tuesday, 
March 8 in this area, to elect two 
trustees for the board of the 
Placentia Unified School District, 
two for the Placentia Library District 
board and three to cover the areas of 
the North Orange County Commun- 
ity College District. 

The polls will be open from 7 a.m. 
to 8 p.m. 


An official registration of 33,581 
electors will be eligible to choose the 
two PUSD trustees. Seeking the 
seats are incumbent John Balducci, 


planning manager Guy Ehrich, 
political science student James 
Ellstrom, business management 
consultant James R. Jamieson, 


deputy sheriff Stanley Interrante, 
mechanical engineer William Cook 
and investment consultant, Blaine 
Schoolcraft. 

Another candidate Philip Borst, 
college administrator, withdrew 
during the ‘race because _ of 
responsibilities of his position. He is 
vice president of Fullerton College. 
However, his name still appears on 
the ballot. 

The other incumbent John Press 
declined to run.
